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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 19, 
2010 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed July 1 9, 201 0 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that amendments made to application 10/261 ,931 on 
June 2, 2010 render the provisional double patenting rejection moot. However, the 
aforementioned amendment serves to add an additional limitation to the independent 
claims that specifies how advertisements are weighted within a category, and does not 
remove essential elements from the claims that are common to both applications. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 61-67 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Claim 61 is directed to one or more machine-readable 
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media. Tliis language is inclusive of signals bearing machine-executable instructions, 
and data signals, perse, are non-statutory subject matter. Applicant is advised to 
amend claim 61 to read -One or more machine-readable storage devices -. -One or 
more non-transitory machine readable media-, or -One ore more machine-readable 
media , wherein said media does not include a signal. -, claims 62-67 are similarly 
rejected for depending on claim 61 . 



Double Patenting 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g.. In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claims 30, 36, 42, 48, 54, 61 , and 68 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 
and 26 of copending Application No. 10/261,931 in view of US Patent No. 5,155,591 to 
Wachob and US Patent No. 4,775,935 to Yourick. 

Each of claims 30, 36, 42, 48, 54, 61 , and 68 describe a system for targeting 
advertisements, where categorized advertisements are selected and targeted to set top 
terminals based on collected information regarding currently watched television 
programs. The differences between the instant application and the invention described 
in Application No. 10/261,931 are that Application No. 10/261,931 describes a system 
where information is broadly collected regarding watched program information (rather 
than currenf/y watched program information, as in the instant application), and the 
plurality of advertisements within each advertisement category are weighted relative to 
one another. In the office action dated March 2, 2010 associated with Application No. 
1 0/261 ,931 , the examiner demonstrated that each of these features where known and 
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obvious to apply in the art. Wachob teaches collecting programs watched data from 
subscribers, col. 2, lines 43-49 and col. 8, lines 17-51 . Yourick teaches weighing ads 
relative to one another within a category, columns 10 and 1 1 . 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Upon receipt of a properly filed terminal disclaimer of the instant application over 
Application No. 10/261,931, and properly amend claim 61 to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 101, claims 30-74 will be allowed.
